Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
to  install  a  street  light  near  the  residences  of  Theodore  Bedard 
and  Harold  Martin. 

Article  6.  Voted  not  to  petition  the  State  Tax  Commission  to 
have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  take  no  action  on  this  article  as  money  has 
been  made  available. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
to  build  a  new  road  from  the  Temple  Road  westerly  and  north- 
erly through  the  Greenville  Mills  property,  surface  and  tar  the 
same. 

Voted  to  adjourn  at  8:45  P.  M.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenville  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Green- 
ville on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  bring  in  your  ballot  for 
the  following  town  officers: 

Town  Clerk  for  one  year;  one  selectman  for  three  years;  town 
treasurer  for  one  year;  tax  collector  for  one  year;  highway  agent 
for  one  year;  one  water  commissioner  for  three  years;  one  trus- 
tee of  trust  fund  for  three  years;  one  library  trustee  for  three 
years;  two  auditors  for  one  year;  three  firewards  for  one  year; 
also  to  bring  in  your  ballots  for  the  election  of  delegates-at- 
large,  alternate  delegates-at-large,  delegates  and  alternate 
delegates  to  the  National  Convention  of  the  various  political 
parties  to  be  held  to  nominate  party  candidates  for  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at 
the  same  place  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  Austra- 
lian ballot. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  and 
officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Tovm  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men and  town  treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Munici- 
pal Accounting  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  such  an  audit. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  extend  the  Fire  Alarm  Signal  System  on 
Pleasant  and  Temple  Streets  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  use  of  Town 
Hall  during  Basketball  Season  free  of  charge  to  the  Junior  and 
Senior  basketball  teams  whenever  it  is  not  already  rented.  This 
project  includes  all  children  in  town.  All  proceeds  at  the  end 
of  the  season  to  go  into  the  playground  fund  after  expenses  for 
equipment  needed  for  games  are  paid  for. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $400.00 
to  be  used  in  cooperation  with  State  and  Federal  funds  for  the 
control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  within  the  confines  of  the 
Town. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  ex- 
tending to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the 
Federal  Social  Security  Act  (01d~Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance) 
as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the  Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $45.00  to  defray  the  town's  share  of 
the  cost  thereof. 

Art.  10.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  town

REPORT  OF  FIREWARDS 


The  town  had  only  one  destructive  fire  during  1951,  the  burn- 
ing of  Dr.  Harvey's  barn  in  the  south  part  of  the  town.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  New  Ipswich  Fire  Department  and  other 
volunteers  the  house  was  saved  with  little  damage.  Assistance 
was  given  in  neighboring  towns  on  several  occasions. 

A  sale  of  fire  extinguishers  was  conducted  by  the  Department, 
a  profit  of  $150.00  being  realized  which  was  expended  for  a 
primer  for  the  fire  truck. 

The  fire  truck  pump  was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  into 
good  condition.  Two  modern  hydrants  were  purchased,  one  to 
replace  a  daniaged  hydrant  and  one  to  have  on  hand  in  case  of 
emergency.  Government  priority  restrictions  delayed  the  ship- 
ment of  these  hydrants. 

Two  all  purpose  gas  masks  have  been  purchased.  The  fire 
wards  feel  that  the  fire  alarm  signal  system  should  be  extended 
on  Pleasant  and  Temple  Streets.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

In  the  past  year  your  local  forest  fire  organization  did  a  very 
fine  job  of  pre-suppression  and  suppression  of  forest  fires.  Our 
early  spring  was  very  dry  and  with  extra  high  winds  and  all  our 
fires  were  during  that  period.  We  find  that  the  general  public  is 
still  very  careless  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

In  the  "Keep  America  Green"  program  there  is  a  story  of  two 
bad  boys  who  cause  most  of  our  forest  fires.  The  first  one  we 
call,  "I  don't  care,"  he  is  the  person  that  builds  fires  anywhere, 
never  gets  a  permit  to  burn  brush  or  has  a  safe  place  for  his 
home  incinerator.  He  is  also  very  careless  with  matches  and 
cigarettes.  The  other  one  is  called,  "I  don't  know  any  better," 
and  the  best  way  to  describe  him  is  a  plain  dunce.  It  is  only 
with  your  help  that  these  two  bad  actors  are  controlled.  Their 
carelessness  can  be  the  cause  of  our  pretty  and  valuable  wood- 
land to  be  destroyed  by  fire.  Even  your  own  home  can  be 
burned  by  them. 

It  is  up  to  you  and  you  alone  to  report  these  characters  to 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  whenever  you  see  them  operating. 
To  have  our  woodlands  green  and  our  mountain  streams  clear, 
your  cooperation  is  needed  by: 

1.  Seeing  that  your  incinerator  is  tight  and  is  sitting  on  clean 
ground. 

2.  Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent  it  from 
spreading. 

3.  Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

4.  In  all  cases  a  written  permit  is  required  from  your  local 
town  fire  warden. 

5.  Be  sure  that  your  matches,  cigarettes  and  pipe  ashes  are 
out  before  discarding. 

It  is  with  your  cooperation  that  this  shameful  waste  of  timber 
and  money  can  be  stopped.

I  hereby  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Library  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1951. 

The  library  has  been  open  each  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evening  and  Friday  afternoon,  except  when  a  legal  holiday 
came  on  a  regular  library  night. 

Miss  Patricia  Dow  has  been  an  able  assistant,  taking  the 
librarian's  place  on  Fridays  from  three  to  five  o'clock,  since  July. 

The  Bookmobile  has  continued  to  pay  us  a  visit  every  three 
months,  and  we  have  the  use  of  about  fifty  books  for  children 
and  young  people  during  that  period. 

The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  of  the  Public  School  are 
enjoying  the  use  of  a  library  table  at  the  school,  with  a  change 
of  books  every  two  months.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Greenville  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  11th  day  of  March  1952,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for 
extending  to  employees  of  the  school  district  the  benefits  of 
title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old-Age  and  Sur- 
vivor's Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the  Laws  of 
1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $45.00  to  defray 
the  school  district's  share  of  the  cost  thereof.

Your  teachers,  Mr.  Benjamin  Macey,  Mrs.  Mary  Pelletier, 
Mrs.  Edna  LaPierre  and  Miss  Elsie  Wheeler  are  maintaining 
high  standards  of  instruction  in  your  school.  Methods  of  in- 
struction are  keeping  pace  with  contemporary  thought,  with 
special  emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  individual  child  and  his 
needs.  Increasing  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  recreational 
activities  and  physical  education.  Opportunity  is  being  pro- 
vided for  the  pupils  to  engage  in  organized  group  activities 
involving  games,  dancing,  etc.,  both  during  and  after  school 
hours.  Mr.  Macey  is  especially  to  be  commended  for  the  many 
hours  that  he  has  devoted  to  this  area  of  growth  in  our  children. 

The  Guidance  Program  initiated  last  year,  provides  each 
child  with  a  folder  in  which  a  record  of  his  achievement  test 
results,  difficulties,  etc.  are  kept.  These  records  reveal  the 
mental  and  physical  growth  of  each  child  and  directs  the  teach- 
ing activities  in  the  path  which  will  be  most  profitable  to  the 
child. 

A  complete  testing  program  is  given  to  all  pupils  in  grades  one 
through  eight.  In  grade  one  each  child  receives  a  Metropolitan 
Reading  Readiness  Test  which  measui'es  the  maturity  of  the 
individual  and  reveals  to  the  teacher  the  probable  groupings 
necessary  to  carry  on  efficient  instruction.  They  also  are  given 
the  S.  R.  A.  Primary  Mental  Abilities  Test  which  indicates  the 
innate  ability  of  the  child  to  succeed  in  school  work.  These 
tests  are  given  also  to  grades  three,  six  and  eight.  All  grades  are 
given  a  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  in  May.  An  analysis 
of  the  results  of  these  tests  reveals  to  the  teachers  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  individuals  and  also  of  the  educational  pro- 
gram. Throughout  the  year  standardized  tests  in  reading  are 
given  as  the  pupils  complete  various  phases  of  the  reading  pro- 
gram. Of  particular  importance  are  the  Weekly  Reader  Tests 
given  in  October,  January,  and  May.  These  measure  the  growth 
in  reading  ability  in  these  periods.  All  results  are  recorded  on 
a  Cumulative  Record  Card  which  accompanies  the  pupil  as 
he  moves  from  grade  to  grade. 

All  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  63  attended  a  two-day 
Workshop  in  Wilton,  N.  H.  The  theme  of  the  Workshop  was 
"Improving  the  Techniques  of  Teaching  with  Audio- Visual 
Aids."  These  aids  train  the  child  to  learn  by  seeing,  listening, 
speaking  and  doing.  Experience  has  shown  that  they  are  an 
invaluable  aid  to  the  child  who  has  a  reading  difficulty.

Health  Supervision 
Each  pupil  in  our  school  receives  each  year  a  physical  ex- 
amination, a  vision  test  and  an  auditory  test,  in  addition  to  the 
monthly  check-up.  This  work  is  carried  on  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  Miss  Sybil  M.  Beatham,  R.  N.  and  Dr. 
Harlan  Karr,  Details  of  this  work  are  brought  out  in  the  School 
Nurse  Report. 

School  Lunch  Program 
Mr.  Macey  and  his  staff  have  inaugurated  a  simple  school 
lunch  program  this  year  which  is  essentially  a  "hot  dish"  pro- 
gram. It  is  gaining  in  favor  with  the  pupils  and  parents  and  it 
is  reasonable  to  believe  that  in  time  we  will  be  ready  to  establish 
a  Class  "A"  Federal  Lunch  Program.  To  date  the  numbers 
participating  have  ranged  from  23  to  45. 


No  School  Policy 
The  Greenville  School  Board  has  established  the  following 
policy  relative  to  keeping  school  on  stormy  days.  Our  school 
will  be  open  every  day  regardless  of  the  weather  unless  it  should 
be  so  extreme  that  the  bus  cannot  operate.  Thus  parents  will 
be  assured  that  when  they  send  their  children  to  school  there 
will  always  be  somebody  there  to  receive  them.  On  extremely 
stormy  days,  parents  are  encouraged  to  use  their  own  judgment 
and  keep  their  children  home  if  they  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  health  and  safety  to  do  so. 


Playground  Facilities 
Last  year  I  mentioned  the  fact  that  our  playground  is  com- 
paratively ineffective,  lacking  proper  equipment,  and  an  area 
level  enough  to  accommodate  small  group  activities.  The 
situation  has  not  changed.  We  should  give  some  thought  to 
providing  equipment  for  our  young  people  such  as  another  set 
of  swings,  a  slide  and  another  see-saw. 

Improvements  to  Building 

The  repainting  of  the  "activity  room"  which  was  formerly 
the  "shop"  has  completed  our  program  of  interior  painting. 
Also  the  old  light  fixtures  were  removed  and  replaced  by  a 
modern  fixture  that  gives  more  adequate  light. 

A  special  item  in  Capital  Outlay  is  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
roofing  certain  sections  of  our  building.  Leakage  is  taking  place 
and  if  not  repaired  soon,  the  good  work  that  has  been  done  on 
the  interior  will  be  damaged.  This  item  calls  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $350.00. 
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Finance 
The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1952-53  calls  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $22,532.45,  an  increase  of  $343.63.  Certain  items 
have  increased  slightly,  namely  Teachers'  Salaries,  Transporta- 
tion and  Capital  Outlay.  However,  the  gross  increase  has  been 
reduced  by  estimated  reductions  in  Tuitions,  Minor  Repairs 
and  Equipment. 

Conclusion 
I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Greenville  School 
Board  and  the  parents  and  friends  of  our  school  for  their  ex- 
cellent support  and  assistance  this  past  year.  Good  education 
is  a  cooperative  enterprise  involving  the  home,  the  church  and 
the  school.   Your  continued  help  is  solicited.

Report  of  School  Nurse 

I  visited  the  Greenville  Public  School  and  the  Sacred  Heart 
School  eight  times  during  1951.  I  examined  the  children  for 
evidence  of  communicable  disease  and  pediculosis  and  mumps 
were  found  during  the  year. 

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured  twice  during  the 
year  and  most  made  satisfactory  gains  in  weight. 

By  use  of  the  Snellon  Chart  I  tested  the  children's  vision  and 
found  that  six  children  were  in  need  of  eye  treatment.  One 
child  had  glasses  but  neglected  to  wear  them. 

The  need  for  personal  cleanliness  has  been  stressed  on  each 
visit.  There  is  a  gratifying  improvement  in  the  group's  per- 
sonal appearance  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  this  field 
of  health  teaching. 

I  made  six  home  visits  because  of  communicable  disease. 

Due  to  personal  illness  I  was  unable  to  do  hearing  tests  last 
year  but  hope  to  do  so  this  school  term. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Karr  in  his  annual  examination  of  the  pupils 
and  the  following  defects  were  found :
